Council votes: DPW foreman keeps his job

“Whew,” was the reaction, along with a look of 
relief from DPW Foreman William “Butch” Breakey 
as the East Jordan City Council voted to retain him. 

“Today is a victory,” Breakey’s attomey David W. 
Fershee told him with a pat on the back. 

The foreman has been on administrative leave for 
the past month until the July 22 hearing could be 
arranged. A standing-room-only crowd jammed into 
City Hall to observe the council discuss allegations 
against Breakey. 

City Attomey Scott Beatty explained it was not a 
completely formal procedures but a time to exchange 
information. 

The council would decide, based on the informa- 
tion, whether or not Breakey could continue to per- 
form his job. 

Under city ordinance, Breakey is considered an 
employee at will. This provision allows the city to 
discharge an employee for any reason, or no stated 
reason. 

Five charges reviewed 

The council considered five charges against Breakey: 

~ An on-the-job confrontation between Breakey 
and his ex-wife JoAnn Rebec, also a DPW worker.

approved the contract, a new offer for $66,000 was 
tendered. The offer was made by businessman Rich- 
ard Kinkle and partner Arien Leonard. Their intent 
was to put a 40 to 60 unit motel on the property. 

On July 6, in an apparently illegal closed meeting, 
the full council reviewed both offers. Council mem- 
bers agreed the proposed use for a motel was better 
than the Themm/Malpass plan to erect a pole barn for 
community functions. - 

However, the council felt they should support the 
actions of the properties committee and follow eecegh 
with the first recommendation.

East Jordan area senior citizens can alwayscounton 
ahot meal thanks to the Charlevoix County Meals on 
Wheels program. 

The nutritious and delicious meals are planned, 
prepared and distributed from the East Jordan Senior 
Center. . 

Every weekday at about 10:30 a.m. buses line up in 
frontof thecenterto pick up meals forseniors through- 
out Charlevoix County. 

Head cook Debbie Peck works with Sandy 
McSweeney from Northwest Senior Resources in 
Traverse City to maintain the nutritious quality of the 
meals. 

Peck, who is trained in dietary planning, then di- 
rects a staff of cooks in preparation of the meals. 

Consideration is given to allow salt, sugar and fat 
content in menu planning. The cooking staff also 
works with special dietary needs, including needs 
caused by diabetes. 

Between the kitchen staff and drivers, the buses are 
loaded and on the way within 40 minutes. Drivers 
deliver meals to the homes of shut-ins as well as 
senior centers in Charlevoix and Boyne City. 

Seniors can take advantage of the program’s hot 
lunch, sack supper, or even frozen diners. They can 
also enjoy lunch at any of the three centers. 

The Meals on Wheels, like other programs pro- 
vided at the centers, is in constant financial jeopardy. 
Funding has decreased and East Jordan Center direc- 
tor Jeanette Norton predicts more cuts. 

“We're not in the position where everything is 
supplied anymore,” said Norton recently. 

Norton works with the two other senior center 
directors and head cook Peck on the Charlevoix 
County Senior Center Support Group. The committee 
works together on projects and planning on a unified 
basis, utilizing their joint resources the most efficient 
way possible. 

The support group strives for the Meals on Wheels 
program to help itself. The members encourage 
volunteerism and promote events such as the recent 
spaghetti dinner benefit at Charlevoix Center. 

Although Norton is worried about the future of 
Meals on Wheels and other programs, she continues 
to challenge the community to “realize it’s our re- 
sponsibility to care for our seniors.” She lives the 
challenge by donating far more of her time and energy 
than is covered by her director's salary. 

“We need the public’s support in any way and every 
way possible,” she said. She invites volunteers and 
donations of time, money or materials. 

Norton challenges the seniors themselves to sup- 
port the programs. She believes itis one way to bridge 
the ever-increasing gap between younger, more able 


- seniors and the physically feeble elderly. 


_AS society ages, the general senior population also 


ages, living longer. There are more seniors with 


greater needs, yet less and less funding. 

“We're going to do it somehow,” said Norton with 
conviction. If the community is as committed as 
Jeanette Norton, meals on Wheels, as well as other 
senior programs, can stay on the road farinto the future.

‘a .081 blood alcohol level in Breakey’s system. 
Breakey was also ticketed for leaving the scene. 

~ Ongoing verbal abuse of employeed under 
Breakey’s supervision. 

~ Failure to establish a cohesive working unit under 
Breakey’s supervision. 

~ Sexist remarks against past and present female 
employees. 

Each charge was presented and explained by city 
and DPW superintendent Bob Johnson. Breakey and 
his attomey were given a chance to address all issues. 


Council deliberates issues 

Beatty then advised council to close the discussion 
to Breakey, his attomey and the public. The council 
conducted their deliberation of the issues without 
public comment, but with the public observing the 
process. 

Reviewing each charge separately, the council de- 
cided: 

— The type of incident between Breakey and his ex- 
wife would probably not occur with any other em- 
ployee. Rebec should have filed a proper grievance. 

“{ don’t think an argument between Rebec and her 
foreman is grounds for his dismissal,” commented 
council member Greg Chappuies. 

Although Rebec claims to be abused and harassed 
by Breakey, few of the incidents have been witnessed. 

“That’s the way he chooses to do it,” said Rebec, 
adding that Breakey doesn’t want others to see him 
harassing her. 

~ The issue of drunk driving had already been 
addressed. Breakey was disciplined by DPW superin- 


~ tendent Bob Johnson in February 1993. Fershee re- 


minded the council it would not be just to punish 
Breakey twice for the incident. 

The council agreed with Fershee’s request that the 
charge be dropped. 

— Charges of verbally abusive behavior, substanti- 
ated by witnesses, caused concer for the council. 

“IT have nothing against his working ability, but 
there is abusiveness going on in this shop,” said Russ 
Gee. 


Verbal abuse confirmed 

There was discussion about the common use of 
rough language. 

“From what I hear,” said Chappuies, “it’s going 
both ways.” 

No recent grievances have been filed, but Breakey 
was suspended for 90 days in 1986 for verbal abuse. 

The complaints of verbal abuse of employees were 
confirmed by two DPW workers in the audience. 

Carl Gee reported ongoing abuse since the begin- 
ning of his employment at the DPW shop. Ray 
Nemecek agreed. 

“Nobody’s got aname other than obscenities,” said 
Nemecek. 

Breakey contended that he uses rough language in 
cases where he has been aggravated by inefficiency 
and lack of ability in the workers. 

“IT won’t deny heated discussions over the 15 years,” 
Breakey continued. “I have never harmed an em- 
ployee at that garage and I resent the statement that I 
was put on administrative leave because I might fly 
off the handle.” . 

Without recent evidence, in the form of grievances, 
the council did not feel they could fire Breakey for the 
charge. . _ 

— Johnson described the fourth charge, failure to 
establish a cohesive working unit, to be what he was 
most concerned about. 

“We've got to do something to get this department 


‘healed up and working,”’ said Johnson. “That's my 
-.concem.” : 
Fershee claimed that the tense atmosphere at the 


shop is caused by several factors: an ex-spouse in the 


-workplace; council connections of workers (specifi-

the foreman. He said insubordination problems could 
be solved by Breakey filing grievances. 

“Employees need to know that insubordination 
won’t be tolerated and neither will abusive behavior,” 
said Chappuies. 

— The sexual harassment charge was summarily 
dismissed when two of the women involved said the 
sexist remarks were meant in fun. 

Discussion on the issue centered around the ob- 
scene language and jokes routinely bantered by the 
city hall office staff, DPW workers and others. 

“We use bad language,” said city clerk Kathy 
O’Rear. “We try not to do it around customers. No 
one’s taken offense.” 

City treasurer Susan Moreau agreed. She related 
that when she started working at the office seven years 
ago, she couldn’t believe the language, until she 
realized it was meant jokingly. 

“He (Breakey) could have taken offense at some 
things we said,” said Moreau. 

Council member Guy Vallance was disturbed by 
the use of city materials and equipment for the jokes. 
He will take the matter up in the future. 


Gee limits involvement 
Ruth Gee excused herself from the deliberation and 
vote afterseveral comments from Fershee and Breakey 
about her affiliation to DPW workers through her 
husband Carl. 
“I know her to be an honorable woman,” said 
Beatty. “She wants it known that she has purposely 
avoided discussing DPW issues with her husband and 
has chosen not to be involved on DPW or personnel 
committees so as to avoid any appearance of impro- 
priety.” 
When the council decided the discussion was com- 
plete, Russ Gee proposed amotion to extend Breakey’s 
employment under close supervision. 
Gee directed that any employee with a grievance 
should follow proper procedures. Johnson will moni- 
tor the situation with the help of the DPW committee. 
The council will be looking for a harmonious atmo- 
sphere at the DPW shop. 
A roll-call vote followed with Ralph Kitson giving 
a reluctant, “Oh, alright,” to the motion. The rest of 
the council voted, yes, except Vallance, who re- 
sponded with a negative. 
Breakey’s supporters broke out in applause when 
the mayor said, “I guess you can start back to work 
immediately,” and adjourned the meeting.
